1 . This office action is in response to the communication dated 5/23/2008 with the 
cancellation of claims 1-4 and 10-19. 

2. Claims 5-9 and 20-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a hysteresis signature verification method 
that reflects the reliability of the signature history adequately. The independent claim 5 
identifies the uniquely distinct feature of verifying consistency between the accepted log 
list and a registered log list of a registered digital signer and adding and registering the 
accepted log list with the confirmed consistency to the registered log list of the digital 
signer. The prior arts of record fail to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
